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FOREWARD 


The  Statewide  Advisory  Council  has  reviewed  House  5601,   the  final 
House  budget,   and  identified  changes  in  affected  children's  service 
accounts.     This  House  Update  FY  '90  reflects  only  those  accounts  that 
have  changed  from  House  1,   the  Governor's  budget.     For  a  more 
detailed  description  of  the  services  delivered,  please  refer  to  the 
Children's  Budget  FY  '90:  Our  Commitment  to  Children  During  a  Fiscal 
Crisis . 

The  final  House  budget  maintains  many  children's  services, 
reduces  some  others  and  increases  very  few  services.     It  proposes 
$12.3  billion  in  state  spending  for  FY  '90.     The  House  of 
Representatives  passed  its  budget  without  adding  any  new  revenues, 
thus,   they  have  recommended  a  decrease  from  the  Governor's  budget. 
Campaigning  by  many  child  advocates  for  the  Children's  Survival 
Budget,   however,    resulted  in  some  victories  for  children  and 
families.     These  include  some  additional  funding  for  day  care, 
children's  mental  health  and  retardation,   and  the  Office  for 
Chi ldren . 

The  Statewide  Advisory  Council  continues  to  support  a  fair  tax 
increase  to  avoid  cuts  in  services  to  children  and  families.  SAC 
firmly  believes  that  children  cannot  afford  to  bear  the  burden  of 
resolving  this  year's  budget  crisis.     Massachusetts  has  made 
exceptional  progress  in  addressing  the  needs  of  our  children.  Taking 
a  step  backward  is  something  the  state  cannot  afford.

The  budget  of  the  Department  of  Social 
Services   is  seriously  in  deficit  in  FY'89 
and  the  proposed  funding  in  the  House 
budget  would  extend  the  DSS  fiscal  crisis 
into  next  year.     In  the  current  fiscal  year 
DSS  projects  a  deficit  of  up  to  $20 
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million.     The  Governor  requested  a  $15 
million  supplemental  appropriation  to 
address  the  DSS  deficit.  Without 
additional  funds  DSS  would  have  to  cut 
service  contracts  across  the  board  and  lay 
off  many  additional  staff.     The  Governor's 
decision  allows  DSS  to  continue  to  provide 
the  current  level  of  services  to  abused  and 
neglected  children  for  the  rest  of  this 
fiscal  year.     The  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  reported  out  a  supplemental 
budget  on  April  6  which  includes  $13 
million  for  DSS. 

The  FY'90  appropriation  for  this  account  in 
the  House  budget  is  underfunded  by  $20 
million,   according  to  DSS  projections.  The 
House  budget  includes  language  allowing  DSS 
to  retain  an  additional  $8.8  million  in 
federal  funds,  which  brings  the  House 
budget  roughly  to  the  House  1  level.  To 
make  up  that  large  a  deficit  DSS  would  have 
to  cut  some  "07"  contracts  across  the 
board.     The  agency  has  begun  to  identify 
the  array  of  services  that  would  be  cut  if 
the  FY'90  appropriations  are  not  increased: 
voucher  day  care,   basic  day  care,   and  teen 
parent  day  care,   closed  referral  services, 
open  referral  services,   and  voluntary  group 
and  foster  care.     Under  one  proposed 
option,   contracts  for  those  services  would 
be  cut  across  the  board  by  10%.     This  would 
eliminate  services  to  a  total  of  3,232 
children  and  families.
